Mrs. Boogar resumed her testimony, 


which was discontinued at the close oC 
the session of court yesterday after- 
noon. 


Witness continued the recital of her 


experience with Boogar in Portland. 
She told of talking with a Pullman 
porter in that, city and asking him as 
to the passengers who came on his 
tialn from Oakland. Tho porter re- 
rerred her to the Pullman conductor, 
named Larnson, who told her that 
among the travelers was a lawyer from 
San Francisco, who was joui neying on 
a mileage ticket. The lawyer acted, 
the conductor said, as it he owned the 
rolling stock of the road. Ho had had 
trouble with all the passengers and had 
finally been put olt the train because 
his mileage ticket had run out. The 
name of the lawyer was P. F. Benson. 
At length Benson reached Portland. 
Witness found out when Benson met 
Boogar and where he was stopping 
with her husband. She called at the 
hotel and met both Benson and Boogar. 
Benson abused her shamefully. He said 
that she was a designing woman and 
had had her husband arrested on the 
charge of attempting to poison her and 
that her husband was then out of jail 
under $10,000 bonds. 
Witness told Benson that Boogar was 
her husband and that where her hus- 
band went she would go also. Benson 
then took Boogar to Salem, to which 
point Mrs. Boogar followed. 
There 
Jieiihoo Insisted that 
Mrs.' Boogar 
should cease 
t'ollowlng: them. She, 
however, asserted she would go with 
her husband. The trio then returned 
to Portland.

MRS. 
BOOGAR'S COMPROMISE. 


Mis. Koogar told yesterday 
after- 


noon of the compromise made between 
her and Mr. Boogar where she agreed 
to accept $123 a month and pay all the" 
expi-nscs of the household. They had 
been separated for some time before 
this compromise, but after it had been 
entered into both witness and Mr 
Boogar resumed relations as husband 
and wife. 
One day, while she 
was 
practicing at the piano In the parlor 
she saw her husband "tiptoe into the 
kitchen. 
She had placed some rice in 
the kitchen intending to make pudding 
out of it. 
Later when she went to 
make the pudding .she found the rice 
had turned blue. She could not under- 
stand how the rice had become mouldy 
inside of twenty-four hours. She was 
told that the discoloration had been 
caused by rough on rats, which, she 
was told, was a deadly poison. When 
she returned home after she had learn- 
ed that the discoloration had been oc- 
casioned by a poison she discovered 
th.it the re.st of the rice in the dish had 
disappeared and she supposed i.a:\t her 
husband had done .away with It. She 
had ascertained that the rice had been 
poisoned, because It had been examined 
by a chemist. Next morning, when she 
went to the stove to take out the 


to go back to Oakland. Witness 
that she told Benson that she had i/> 
money and that If he would induce Mr. 
Bcxogar to give her money she would 
come back. Later she got $50 from her 
husband. She then came to Oakland. 


Witness said that she had gone to 


Portland at the suggestion o£ her attor- 
ney, Mr. Knight, who told her. to go 
there, make friends with her husband 
and bring him back, out of the clutches 
of Benson and others, who .seemed to 
have so baneful an Influence over him. 


Witness told how she had finally in- 


duced Boogar to come away for a time 
fiom Benson and had told him that she 
wiis ready to live with him any place, 
provided he would keep away from 
those men who seemed to have bo much 
control over him. 


A SECOND VISIT. 


Witness detailed another visit of Boo- 


gar's to Portland.

patch from the chief of police of Port- 
land notifying her that Boogar had left

By this time witness's money ran out I ashe.s she found that her husband had 
ana Benson said that she would have removed them, as she supposed for the 


purpose of concealing the rice that had 
already disappeared. 


Witness then tbld that she had been 
followed from her home to wherever 
she went. There seemed to* be three or 
more spies. They followed her to the 
door of her attorney's ofilce. They sent 
her letters and ahkcd her to make ap- 
pointments with them. One of these 
letters asked for a meeting at Ninth 
and Franklin street. Her attorney told 
her to show the missives to the police 
and have them Investigate the matter. 
Shc said she kept an appointment 
with the writer of the note, who gave 
the name of Louis Knelser. She had a 
couple of officers at the corner, howev- 
er, and when they appeared at her call 
she made Kneisor say that the man 
who had induced him to write the let- 
ter resembled Boogar. Then came the 
recital of the transfer 
of Boogar's 
property, his prosecution for attempted 
poisoning of the witness, the advice of 
her attorney to her to the effect that 
she should not prosecute him because 
he was incompetent, and finally his 
night to Portland under the influence 
of Benson. 
Witness told that she went to Port- 
land at the request of her husband 
and under advice of her attorney, be- 
cau.se he said it might lead to a har- 
monizing o£ their differences.

Benson. Boogar said they would have 
to get out oC the hotel without being 
seen by Benson. 
Witness replied she did not care 
about Benson. Later that evening wit- 
ness and Boogar took a walk together, 
had lunch at the California market 
and then remained all night at the 
Charttr Oak house, at the corner of 
Third and Market streets. 
In hunting -up Boogar the witness 
was actuated, she bald, by the love she 
bore her husband and was inspired by 
the advice given her by her attorney. 
Mr. Knight, who had always advised 
her to try and settle the case and beat 
the lawyers. 
The morning after stopping at the 
Charter Oak house witness and Boo- 
gar took lunch or.> Third street, near 
Market, and then both walked to the 
Davle.fcrry, where Mrs. Boogar took] 
the Davie boat at 12:30 P. M. and Mr. 
Boogar went back west. 
One week later she tried to get some 
money through Judge Nusbaumcr from 
her husband.

A species of true crocodile Is found in 
Southern Florida on both coasts. It is 
hardly distinguishable from the alli- 
gator, except by the shape of Its head, 
though It grows bigger, attaining a 
length of eighteen feet. Dr. Hugh M. 
Smith of the Fish Commission says 
that young crocodiles are hatched for 
market in the same fashion. The moth- 
er crocodile lays her eggs In sand like 
a turtle, and simply covers them over. 
Somewhat different is the practice of 
the maternal alligator, who. In April 
or May, seeks a sheltered spot on a 
bank, and there builds a small mound. 
The foundation of the mound is of 
mud and grass, and on this Rhe lays 
eggs. She covers the eggs with another 
stratum of grass and mud. upon which 
she deposits some more eggs. Thus she 
proceeds until she has laid from 100 to 
200 eggs. 
The eggs, in the course of time, are 


i hatched by the sun. assisted by the 
heat which the decomposition of the 
vegetable material generates. As soon 
as they have "chipped the shell" the 
baby alligators are led to the water by 
the mothe", who provides them with 
food which she disgorges, showing 
much anxiety for their safety. At this 
early period of their existence they arc 


any typhoid fever in Washington from 
the papers of thait city.

The eggs, about the slue of 


goose eggs, arc placed In boxes of sand 
and eovered up, The boxes are exposed 
on a r-oof to the torrid rnys of a semi- 
tropical sun, and In a few days the liq- 
uids are hatched. Thev are six Inches 
o: so In length when they make their 
llrst appearance In the world. Some of 
them are killed as soon as they see day- 
light 


A species of. true crocodile is found In 


Southern Florida on both coasts. ]t is 
hardly distinguishable from the alli- 
gator, except by the shape of Its Tiead, 
though 
ft grows bigger, attaining a 


length of eighteen feet. 
Dr. Hugh M, 


Smith of the Fish Commission says 
that young crocodiles are hatched for 
market In the same fashion Tho moth- 
er crocodile lays her eggs In sand like 
a tin tlo, and simply covers them over. 
Somewhat dlffcient is the practice of 
the maternal alligator, who, In April 
or May, seeks a sheltered spot on n 
bank, and there builds a small mound 


The foundation of the mound Is of 


mud and grass, and on this she lays 
eggs She covers the eggs with another 
stratum of grass and mud, upon which 
she deposits some more eggs. Tliua she 
proceeds until she has laid from 100 to 
200 eggs. 


Thu eggs, in the course of time, are 


hatched by the sun, assisted by the 
heat which the decomposition of the 
vegetabie material generates. As soon 
as they have "chipped the shell" the 
baby alligators are led to the water by 
the mother, who provides them with 
food 
-which she 
disgorges, 
showing 


much anxiety for their safety. At this 
early period of their existence they are 
exposed to many, dangers, being- a fav- 
orite prey-of fishes and turtles. Alli- 
gators' eggs, by the way, arc sometimes 
eaten by the Florida crackers. 
The 


robbing of the nests for market is help- 
Ing to hasten the Inevitable destruction 
of the alligator fishery, -which has been 
an Important and profitable industry 
In Florida. Facts recently gathered by 
the commission show, that the reptiles 
cannot long escape practical extermina- 
tion.
